As the owew Oleomargarine law goes in ­ 
to effect lit the close of next month, the 
followiog'tulient point in the luw, furn­ 
ished T h e T i'k l e o rai 'H by our friend An­ 
drew Welch,.collector of internal rev enue, 
will be of interest to ev ery butter dealer 
and consumer in this neighborhood; 
Section 2 of the law reads as foliowa; 
"For the purposes of this act, certain 
•manufactured substances, 
certain ex­ 
tracts, and certain mixtures and com­ 
pounds, including such mixtures and com­ 
pounds with butter, shall be known and 
designated at ‘oleomargarine,* namely: 
AH substances heretofore known as oleo­ 
margarine, oleo, oleamsrg&rine-oi), but- 
terine, tardine, suino and neutral; all lard 
extracts and tallow extracts; and all mix- 
tures and compounds of fallow, beaf-fat, 
suet, lard, lard oil, v egetatde-oil, annotto, 
and other coloring matter, intestinal fat, 
and offal fa t made in imitation or sem­ 
blance of butter, or when so made, calcu­ 
lated or iutended to be sold as butter or 
for butter." 
The tax Required by law is 
two cents per pound, and must be paid 
by the manufacturer by placing on each 
package a rev enue stamp of the amount 
of the tax. 
Manufacturers of oleomargarine shall 
pay a tax of s*x hundred dollars per year. 
Wholesale dealers shall pay a tax of 
four hurdred and eig hty dollars per year. 
Retail dealers shall pay a tax of forty- 
eight dollars per year. 
These special taxes are to be paid to 
Andrew Welch, the collector of this dis­ 
trict, at Aurora, the same as the special 
taxes for selling cigars and tobacco, and 
ev ery dealer in oleomargarine is liable to 
a tax as abov e after October 31, 1886, and 
all oleomargarine on the premises of any 
dealer at that time is subject to the tax. 
Before being remov ed from any factory, 
ev ery package of oleomargarine shall be 
branded or stenciled with the serial num­ 
ber of the package, the word "oleomar­ 
garine." and the factory number, and the 
district where made. 
The letters in the 
word "oleomargarine” shall be not less 
thau three quarters of an inch in length. 
All oleomargarine shall be packed by 
the manufacturer thereof in firkins, tubs 
or other wooden packages no t b efo re vied , 
for the purpose, each Containing not less 
than ten pounds. 
Retail dealers must sell o nly fro m origi­ 
nal stamped packages, in quantities not 
exceeding ten pounds, and they are re­ 
quired to pack what they sell in suitable 
wooden or paper packages, and such 
packages shall be marked and branded 
with the name and address of the dealer, 
with letters not less than one-quarter of. 
an inch square, and the word "oleomar­ 
garine,” and the quantity in pounds con­ 
tained therein, for instance as follows: 
Wm. P l ie n & Co., 
Galena street, Dixon, Illinois. 
ONE HALF QUART 
OLEOMARGARINE. 
[This- is, of course, a supposititious 
case. 
William deals or.ly in the real arti­ 
cle.] 
Evefy thaflufafcturer shall place and 
keep on the end or side of the building 
wherein his business is carried on, so that 
it can be easily seen, his name, business 
and number of the factory. 
He must 
also keep the necessary books prescribed 
by the commissioner of internal rev enue, 
and pack, mark and stamp all goods man­ 
ufactured as abov e. 
Wholesale dealers 
are required to pack, brand and stamp 
each package as abov e, and keep a book 
and make a monthly return to the collec­ 
tor of the district, showing the oleomar­ 
garine receiv ed by him and from whom 
receiv ed; also the amount disposed of Ly 
them and to whom sold or deliv ered. On 
the day when this set goes into effect all 
oleomargarine on the premises of any 
dealer mu9t be in wooden packages con­ 
taining not less than ten pounds each, 
and ev ery dealer must make, under oath, 
a written inv entory of all packages on 
hand and forward the same to the collec­ 
tor as abov e.

departures, and since the first of the year the 
Chinese population of the island has iucreased 
1,637, notwithstanding the policy of exclusion 
recently adopted. 
There seems to be but 
little hope of changing the tendency to the 
Mongoli animation of the island unless greater 
inducements are held out to white settlers. 
The Portuguese contract laborers who hav e 
serv ed their terms are now seeking natural­ 
ization and representation, with a v iew of be- 
coming permanent citizens, but the whole 
land and labor system of the kingdom en­ 
courages the employing of Chinese. 
The 
great plantations are turning out profitable 
crops, and the exports of the country are in­ 
creasing, but while the wealth is augmenting 
the pativ e race is decaying, white immigra­ 
tion does not make up for the departures, 
and only the Chinese come in to keep lip the 
population. 
They are pushing their way as 
laborers and traders, and, with their increas­ 
ing pressure and competition, bid fair ev ent­ 
ually to become masters of the situation.— 
Ban Francisco Bulletin.

posed to the deadly night air. 
For fou r days 
the Delaware lay in the harbor, filled every 
night with su fferers. 
The captain fed all he 
cou ld in the day time.

The inan c&mpetent to 
take a scene ¡» lot of a ¡Jay and fi? up « ierul- 
wall matter can in any firet-elass printing es­ 
tablishment command $ 50 a week. .His chief 
skill comes in the drawing and desig ning of 
blocks, so that after he has a dozen -cr more 
made they shall result in a striking -picture. 
His assistants receive from $ 30 to $ £ ?la week. 
They are the * board cutters,” as they are 
called. 
The ilrst block holds the drawing and 
makes the picture. The other blocks simply 
fid in the coloring . Thus a block o r com 
bination of block» when made will jnfint a 
complete picture, but it will all be in black.
